RULE ON NEW 


HOMES 


THE Government has 
intervened in controversial 
plans for more than 300 
homes in Bloxham and 
Banbury. 

Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government Eric Pickles has 
"called in" plans for a total of 
305 homes. 

He will now make a final 
decision on 75 homes off 
Barford Road and 85 off Milton 
Road, both in Bloxham. 

And Mr Pickles has also 
called in plans for 145 homes in 
Bloxham Road, off the Salt Way 
path, south of Banbury. A 
decision will be made by 
September 23 on all three 
schemes. 

Some local people said the 
Bloxham plan would 
unacceptably expand the 
village, while there were 
concerns the 145-homes plan 
would break the "symbolic" 
barrier to the south of Banbury. 

Cherwell District Council 
threw out the Bloxham plans in 
December but has not made a 
decision on the other. 

All went to the independent 
Planning Inspectorate for

appeals and hearings were held 
but the decision now rests with 
Mr Pickles. 

Developers have argued the 
council is failing to ensure 
enough homes are being built to 
meet demand, as only 351 were 
built against a Cherwell-wide 
target of 500 in 2012/13. 

The council has earmarked 
2,050 more homes at five 
Banbury sites up to 2031 in its 
"Local Plan", but this has yet to 
be approved. 

Yet the draft plan does not 
include Bloxham Road and 
suggests just 96 homes for 1 7 
villages, including Bloxham. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
said: "I am grateful the Secretary 
of State has taken into 
consideration my numerous 
representations and has chosen 
to make the decision on these 
various developments himself. 

"I am not aware of a similar 
decision to have been taken 
elsewhere in England." 

Planning permission is 
already in place for a number of 
developments - like 1,000 at 
Bankside, off Oxford Road,

Banbury - and all these must be 
considered, the MP said. 

A "not insignificant number" 
of local people have protested 
and are "incensed by the recent 
spate of planning applications 
in and around Banbury made by 
developers who seem to be 
attempting to pre-empt the 
Local Plan" he said. 

The council's head of 
planning and the economy, 
Adrian Colwell, urged the 
planning committee to refuse 
the Bloxham plans, saying the 
village had already contributed 
"disproportionately" to new 
homes. 

And a total of 278 letters 
opposed the proposals - which 
include 56 affordable houses. 


This led the parish council to 
launch a "Hands off Bloxham" 
campaign. 

Planning consultant Peter 
Frampton, responsible for the 
Mintondale Developments 
Milton Road scheme, said it was 
"unusual" for three plans to be 
called in at once. 

He said: "This Government 
wants to see increased housing 
delivery and I am surprised that 
he has called these plans in. 
There is a need for further land 
to be delivered for housing 
development." 

Gladman Developments and 
Barwood Strategic Land, behind 
the Barford Road and Bloxham 
Road plans, have yet to 
comment. 


Firefighters' alert over email dangers 


FIREFIGHTERS have warned emergencies 
should be reported by calling 999 - and 
not by emailing the control room. 

It came after a passer-by reported a fire 
in a row of garages by sending an email to 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service. 

The message was not picked up until the 
next day, although firefighters said several 
other people had already called 999 and 
the blaze was put out quickly. 

A spokesman for Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said the fire at the terraced 


row of garages in Banbury broke out on 
Wednesday of last week. But it was not 
until the following morning, when its 
administrative staff found the email. 

Station Manager David Bray said: 
"Whilst we live in an age where 
technology is key, the only way to alert the 
fire service is to dial the known emergency 
numbers such as 999 or 112. 

"Fortunately this incident did not have 
any major repercussions, as no life was in 
danger."

Life-savers 
are installed 

■ TWO defibrillators have 
been installed in Middleton 
Cheney - thanks to a charity 
backed by footballer and heart 
attack victim Fabrice Muamba. 

The devices have been 
placed in locked cabinets at 
A.R. Mills Motors and at the 
Co-op Pharmacy Main Road, 
that can be opened by calling 
999. The devices shock a 
person's heart back into 
rhythm. 

It is a project between 
Middleton Cheney Parish 
Council and the Arrhythmia 
Alliance, supported by ex- 
Bolton Wanderers player 
Fabrice Muamba, who 
collapsed during a March 
2012 game.

Plans deferred 

■ A DECISION on 350 homes 
north of the Hardwick estate 
at Hanwell fields has been 
deferred by Cherwell District 
Council. 

The house-building scheme 
is included in the council's 
planning policy blueprint - 
which maps out where new 
estates should go up to 2031. 
Councillors said consultation 
on this latest plan should be 
completed before a decision is 
made on the 350 homes. 

Another plan for up to 44 
homes on part of Banbury 
Academy's playing field was 
also deferred. 


LOCAL police have stepped 
up patrols around "military 
establishments" and 
mosques following an 
attack when men claiming 
to be terrorists beheaded a 
soldier in South London. 

The soldier killed in the 
Woolwich attack has been 
named as 25-year-old 
Drummer Lee "Riggers" Rigby 
of 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Regiment of Fusiliers. 

The father-of-one was 
reportedly wearing a Help For 
Heroes T-shirt when he was 
attacked by two men wielding 
knives. 

One man was filmed at the

scene wielding a bloodied 
meat cleaver and told shocked 
witnesses: "We swear by 
almighty Allah we will never 
stop fighting you."

Following the incident, 
English Defence League 
supporters clashed with police 
on Wednesday of last week, 
and two men were arrested 
after attacks on mosques in 
Kent and Essex. 

Muslims in Oxfordshire have 
condemned the brutal killing. 

Dr Sheikh Hojjat Ramzy, 
director of the Oxford Islamic 
Information Centre, said he 
wanted to express his "utter 
condemnation and disgust" at 
the attack. 

He said: "This was an act of 
barbarism and the people who 
have committed such a crime 
cannot claim their actions are 
justified by Islam in any way, 
or that they are justified by 
incidents abroad. 

"This was a cold-blooded 
killing and such crazed 
individuals must be under the 
influence of evil, which logic 
fails to explain." 

And Dr Taj Hargey, of the 
Oxford Islamic Congregation, 
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said: "This monstrous murder 
fills us with utter revulsion and 
our heartfelt condolences are 
extended to the victim's family 
for their devastating loss." 

Imam Monawar Hussain, 
founder and director of The 
Oxford Foundation, said: "The 
Woolwich attack is horrific and 
utterly barbaric. 

"As an organisation that 
works closely with serving and 
former Muslim soldiers through 
the British Armed Forces 
Muslim Association, we 
believe we can defeat 
fanaticism of the terrorists 
through being absolutely 


resolute in standing for values 
that our brave soldiers make 
the ultimate sacrifice for - the 
rule of law, democracy, justice 
and freedom." 

Police Superintendent 
Christian Bunt said: "I would 
like to reassure local people 
that there is no intelligence to 
suggest that there is any risk to 
the community and nothing to 
be concerned about at this 
time. 

"However, police patrols 
around military establishments 
and mosques have been 
stepped up to reassure local 
communities." 


New plea for help in 
summer holiday 
reading campaign 


THE county's libraries are 
looking for volunteers to 
encourage children to read 
over the summer holidays. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
needs as many helpers as 
possible to support the 
Summer Reading Challenge - 
a scheme that encourages 
children to read six books 
during the school break. 

The challenge runs 
alongside a scheme to boost 
reading standards, launched 
by Oxfordshire County 
Council and run by the 
National Literacy Trust. 

Youngsters who join the 
challenge will be supported 
by their library and those who 
successfully complete it will 
receive a reward. 

Summer Reading Challenge 
volunteers will help promote 
the service and listen to 


children talking about the 
books they have read, hand 
out the rewards participants 
receive and help children to 
choose their next books. 

Volunteers are needed to 
help at all of the county's 43 
libraries and the number of 
helpers at each library will 
vary depending on the branch. 

They should be able to 
commit a minimum of one or 
two hours a week during the 
challenge, which runs from 
July 13 to September 14, but 
libraries are flexible with 
holidays. 

A county council 
spokesman said: "The 
campaign plays a vital role in 
maintaining children's literacy 
levels during the summer."

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■ Jealous husband murdered wife in front of son 


Knife killer gets 
20-year jail term 


ANDREW Parsons will spend at 
least 20 years behind bars for 
murdering his wife in a "jealous 
rage" in front of their young 
son. 

A judge at Oxford Crown Court 
told the 38-year-old what he had 
done was "unforgivable" and 
sentenced him to life in prison on 
Friday. 

It took eight men and four women 
around nine hours to return a 
unanimous guilty verdict and reject 
the defendant's claim that he "lost 
control". 

Parsons, originally from Banbury, 
closed his eyes as his sentence was 
read out at the end of the ten-day 
trial and sobbed as he was led from 
the dock. 

There were also tears from the 
two families in the public gallery 
and several members of the jury. 

During the trial the jury heard a 
recording of the murder, in which 
Mrs Parsons and the couple's young 
son pleaded for the vicious attack to 
stop. 

Parsons killed his wife by stabbing 
her more than a dozen times with a 
large kitchen knife on the morning 
of December 1 last year at their 
home in Lucerne Avenue, Bicester.

Judge Patrick Eccles said his 
"bottled up emotions" finally 
erupted into violence as a result of 
depression and his marriage 
breaking down. 

He said: "You were overwhelmed 
by a jealous rage and you stabbed 
and slashed at your wife repeatedly 
and eventually killed her. 

"She was, by all accounts, full of 
energy and ambition and life before 
you took it away. 

"She was a good mother and is 
now an irreplaceable loss to her 
children and her family, who loved 
and adored her. 

"Her parents came over from the 
USA and had to listen to Janee's 
terrible screams as she was 
assaulted and stabbed and lay 
moaning in the bath until she died. 

"As for your son, no one can 
know precisely the degree of 
emotional and psychological harm 
he will suffer in the coming years, 
but it is bound to be significant. 

"Whatever suffering you will go 
through, it is nothing compared to 
that which you have caused your 
children, and your wife's family and, 


of course, to Janee." 

He said the crime was aggravated 
by Parsons' failure to get help for his 
wife and said he would spend a 
minimum of 20 years in prison. 

David Hislop QC said: "No one 
more than Andrew Parsons wishes 
that he could turn the clock back. 

"He loved his wife, perhaps too 
much, and still does. 

"He will forever have to live with 
the knowledge that he did what he 
did in front of his son and in doing 
so took away from that son and 
another their mother. 

"He will live every moment of 
whatever sentence this court passes 
on him with the knowledge that he 
has single-handedly destroyed not 
only his life but the lives of others, 
especially his family." 

Speaking after the verdicts, senior 
investigating officer Detective Chief 
Inspector Joe Kidman said: "This 
case was unusual because the 
terrible brutality of the attack was 
captured on an audio recording. 
Hearing this has been an additional 
burden for the grieving family to 
bear. 

"The relatives have shown great 
dignity throughout the investigation 
and trial process and our thoughts 
remain with them."

Hospital boss 

OXFORDSHIRE'S top hospital boss said he 
was "committed" to keeping services at the 
Horton General Hospital after concerns 
from campaigners. 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust 
chief executive Sir Jonathan Michael spoke 
after emergency abdominal surgery was 
axed. 

It moved to Oxford's John Radcliffe 
Hospital in January after the Horton lost 
three of the rota's five doctors. 

A consultation has been pledged to take 
place later this spring. 

This is so the Oxfordshire Clinical 


Commissioning Group - which makes 
funding decisions - can carry out a debate 
on the county's NHS needs. 

But the Keep the Horton General Group 
expressed concerns about whether other 
services were under threat. 

In a statement, Sir Jonathan said: "The 
trust is committed to maintaining services at 
the Horton and also to look at service 
improvements and changes there, as at all 
of its hospitals. 

"With any service change, the trust is 
always mindful of the key importance of 
ensuring high-quality care for patients. 


"Additionally, it is important that residents 
in Oxfordshire have access to the same 
quality of services wherever they live." 

He said more outpatient clinics had 
moved from the Radcliffe to the Horton, 
which had also taken on more day surgery. 

He said: "Workshops are already being 
held with clinicians to identify what work 
could transfer to Banbury from the trust's 
Oxford hospitals." 

The Keep the Horton group said it was 
due to meet trust managers at 9am on 
Monday at Bodicote House, White Post 
Road, Bodicote. The public can attend.

A COLD winter has meant a rise in deaths across the 
county Age UK Oxfordshire has claimed. 

The Oxfordshire register for births and deaths 
recorded 1,460 deaths in the county from January to 
March this year. 

That figure is up by 146 deaths from the same period 
last year. 


The chief executive of Age UK Oxfordshire, Paul 
Cann, said the cold winter meant old and vulnerable 
people couldn't cope. 

He said: "This is a disgrace. 

"These figures shame us all and Oxfordshire is no 
exception. 

"At the moment it is a case of heating or eating."

He said damp and cold homes in Oxfordshire need to 
be better insulated. Mr Cann added: "People don't claim 
what they are entitled to. There are discounts available 
to some people, but they don't know these things. 

"£5.5bn a year of pensioner benefits go unclaimed."

"After gathering at Dalton Barracks, 
motorcyclists will set off in groups of 
about 500 along the marshalled 
route. 

"Three years ago the Ride of 
Respect raised about £125,000 and it

Night flying 
hope for 
999 copter 


OXFORDSHIRE'S Air Ambulance 
service hopes to be able to operate 
and land its helicopter in darkness for 
within two years. 

But to do so, the charity has said it will 
have to increase its fundraising activity to 
meet the "significant" rise in operational 
costs. 

The Thames Valley And Chiltern Air 
Ambulance helicopter already fly at night 
- but only between illuminated hospital 
landing pads - but now its chief 
executive, Mark McGeown, has said he 
wants the aircraft to be able to land at 
incident sites at any time and any light 
condition. 

He said: "We are committed to 
providing the highest level of emergency 
medical care and will be working to the 
ultimate goal of providing this vital 
service within two years." 

The major enhancement to the trust's

service will require modifications to be 
made to its red-and-yellow-liveried 
helicopter and the crew members will 
need to have night-vision goggles and 
intensive night training. 

TVACAA spokesman Sarah Williamson 
said: "The set-up costs alone will be in 
the order of half a million pounds. 

"So, the charity will need to increase its 
fundraising activity to ensure that this 
significant rise in daily operational costs is 
met." 

The TVACAA Trust relies entirely on 
sponsorship, donations and fundraising 
activities to meet its annual running costs. 

The decision comes after the Civil 
Aviation Authority approved a new 
operational procedures allowing air 
ambulances to land at unlit sites.

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to encourage 
OAPs to claim benefits they 
are entitled to. 

Age UK Oxfordshire said 
thousands of pensioners in the 
county were missing out, 
despite the rising cost of living. 

This month the charity 
launched its Let's Talk About 
Money campaign, urging OAPs 
to seek advice on unclaimed 
benefits. 

More than 1,000 local 
pensioners have already been 
helped to claim more cash 
over the last year. 

Now, the charity is stepping 
up its campaign to help even 
more. One of those is jane 
Varley, 77, who has recently 
been confined to a wheelchair 
after an unsuccessful back 
operation. 

The charity helped her claim 
a total £83 a week attendance 
allowance and pension credit, 
council tax benefit and two 
grants worth £380 towards 
heating costs. 

She said: "For someone who 
had worked full-time until last 
year, and who had never been 
sick before, it was an awful 
shock to find myself disabled. 

"This has made a large 
difference to my life and the 
impact of having someone to
